; vessels and thereafter activating said agent with low energy light to damage said 
vessels, and 

directing to the macula high energy light sufficient to generate heat 
! to coagulate fluid to reduce leakage from the vessels. 

: lO.(ORIGINAL) The method of claim 9 wherein the low energy light is applied 
before the high energy light.
